Criminal Behind the Bars, 


WOULD-B- E 
WIFE 
MURDERER. 


Captured at 
Douglas 
After Being 
Gone 


About Thirteen Months. 


Ever since the 11th of August of 
last year, Sheriff Parks has 
been 
on the lookout for Jesus Velencia, 
who attempted to 
murder 
his 
17-ye- ar 
old wifo on that 
date at her 
father's homo about ono and a half 
miles north of Thatcher. 
Sheriff Parks located Velencia 
in Mexico sovoral months ago and 
has been waiting patiently for him 
to cross the 
line. 
Ono day last 
week tho Mexican 
did 
tho very 
thing the sheriff hnd 
been looking 
for. 
Ho showed 
up at Douglas. 
Sheriff Parks 
was 
telegraphed 
to 
and on last Saturday night landed 
his man in jail at Solomonville. 
No one knows the cause of tho 
attack made by Velencia, hut about 
ono o'clock Sunday morning, Aug. 
11th, 1001, ho cut his wife's throat 
almost from ear 
to ear and 
then 
stabbed 
her 
threo 
times 
in tho 
back and niado 
his 
escape. 
The 
woman hovered between 
life and 
death for a long time 
but finally 
recovored.

Tho town of Safford 
was consid 
erably startled last Thursday 
eve-- ' 
ning 
by 
the 
report that Emil 
Sidow, owner of the 
Commercial 
hotel, had 
committed 
suicide 
in 
ono of tho rooms ol tho hotol. 
Mr. Sidow had been hero 
about 
week for tho purposo 
of dispos 
ing of his property and had it sold, 
but when 
tho abstract was 
made. 
was learned that 
his 
divorced 
wife, Mrs. Harper, of El Paso, had 
entered suit for a portion 
of tho 
property. 
As 
soon 
as this was 
learned the purchaser of the 
prop- 
erty refused 
to 
go through 
with 
tho deal, which 
is 
no 
doubt tho 
cause, 
coupled 
with 
his 
other 
family troubles, of tho rash act. 
About 9 o'clock two shots woro 
heard in tho hotel, and Win, John 
son, tho proprietor rushed up stairs 
and in tho east front 
room found 
Sidow just expiring. 
Ho had 
evi- 
dently lain down on tho bod, then 
got up, took a 
six-shoot- 
from his 
grip, 
placed 
tho muzzle 
of tho 
weapon in his mouth and pulled 
tho trigger. 
Tho ball entered 
the 
roof of tho mouth and passed out 
through the top of the head,, caus- 
ing almost instant death. 
When found ho still grasped tho 
weapon, which 
is a double action 
gun, in his hand, and 
as 
tho first 
shot lircd evidently did tho work, 
is believed tho second shot 
was 
caused 
by 
tho 
suicide clutching 
tho gun in a tight grasp as he fell.

Nothing 
could 
have quite 
sur- 
prised 
tho people of Tucson 
ono-hal- f 
so mnch to sec Dell Lowis, tho 
big sheriff of Cochise, step off tho 
Burro last Thursday morning with 
Burt Alvord, tho 
noted desperado 
and train 
robber, in his custody. 
Tho 
two 
were 
accompanied 
by 
Bilh-- Stiles tho erstwhile 
desper 
ado and a former pal of Alvord's. 
Thero 
was 
something 
strange 
and unusual about the party. 
Tho 
prisoner 
wore no shackles, 
and 
was 
not evon handcuffed. 
In fact 
tho 
big sheriff did not appear 
in 
tho least fearful 
about the security 
of his captive, but allowed him to 
stop, shako 
hands 
nnd 
converse 
with 
his friends about tho depot. 
They 
then proceeded rather 
leis- 
urely 
up town. 
It is safe to say 
that the party did not pass an old 
tinier on tho way who did not stop 
and gaze on tho trio with wonder- 
ment. 
To see Burt Alvord, 
tho 
man who terrorized southern Ariz- 
ona 
but a few years ago, 
walking 
through 
tho streets 
of the 
old 
puoblo 
unshackled and seemingly 
unguarded 
was indeed 
a cause 
of 
wondermont 
Then, to, the 
pres- 
ence of Billy Stiles, a former com- 
panion 
of Alvord's, with 
a 
six-shoot- 
sticking out of his trousers 
near tho hip, 
was 
the 
cause 
ol 
much speculation. 
In fact, people 
could not believe their eyes as they 
watched tho party walking 
down 
Congress street. 
The 
news 
spread like 
wildfire 
about 
the town that Burt Alvord 
had been captured. 
It was 
hard 
to bcliovc at first, but the presence 
of tho man 
on tho streets 
cleared 
all 
doubt. 
Soon 
tho 
collected 
in groups and fell to dis- 
cussing the traits and deeds of the 
nervy 
fellow. 
Many of tho 
esca- 
pades in which he figured 
were re- 
called and many in which ho 
had 
no part 
were 
also rehearsed. 
It 
was conceded generally that Alvord 
was a bad ono in his day, and gave 
tho officers all tho trouble possible 
for ono man to give them. 
As 
a matter of fact Buat Alvord 
was not captured but surrendered 
himself 
of 
his 
own 
free 
will 
When the trio entered tho sheriff's 
office this morning 
a Citizen 
ro. 
porter was taken into a conference 
and the whole proceeding was ex- 
plained 
for 
tho 
benefit 
of tho 
publi. 
It appears that Alvord has 
becomo tired of his rough and des 
porato 
life in Mexico, and decided 
if ho could get any kind ofa square 
deal 
in this country 
ho 
would 
gladly 
return. 
The one timo 
des- 
perado 
appears 
to bo broken 
in 
spirit and anxious to quiet tho life 
he has been leading, 
llis footsteps 
havo been hounded for years 
He 
has 
been kept on the 
watch 
dar 
and night for fear that something 
or some body would overtake him. 
The novelty of the life has 
worn 
off, the palmy days of twenty years 
ago aro no more. 
Alvord, 
under 
the circumstance, decided to return 
to tho land of his birth, 
whero ho 
possibly had a few friends left. 
He communicated 
with his 
old 
pal, 
Billy Stiles, and 
informed 
him 
of 
his 
intention. 
Stiles, 
anxious 
lo aid ins old Inoiul, 
in 
formed Sheriff Lewis of Alvord's 
desiro and asked that ho bo given 
all tho privileges possible. 
Sher. 
ill Lewis promised that if Alvord 
would 
surrender 
he would 
show 
him all the lonieney possible under 
tho circumstances, and would 
d 
all in his power to aid him. 
Stiles 
took the good news to his friend, 
and the meeting was arranged. 
Some timo last night on the Mexi- 
can side tho parties mot as agreed. 
And Burt Alvord gayo hinis,olf up 
to Sheriff 
Lewis. 
The 
prisoner 
was 
brought to that city today to
